Later he worked in 
the Champion coal fields. During the 
month of ’ September, 1938, he was 
j forced to stop work due to his health. 
He, with Mrs. Vermearek, came to 
Vulcan, and have since that time re¬ 
sided here. He leaves to suffer the 
loss, his widow, Mrs. Mary Verme¬ 
arck. Funeral services were conduct¬ 
ed from the Church of Christ, Vulcan 
on Thursday, August 8th, at 2 p.m.

Hull Strikes Vulcan 
Crops for Second Time 

On Saturday afternoon, between 
three and four o’clock, hail strtick the 
Vulcan district crops for the second 
time this season. Three weeks ago, in 
the Red Cross territory, damage was 
reported from 40 to' 80 per cent.

As Minister of Public Works, Mr. 
McPherson did much to add to his 
reputation as an efficient administra¬ 
tor, and it was under his administra¬ 
tion that the present highways sys¬ 
tem of Alberta was planned and 
built. / 

Mr. McPherson is still known as a 
powerful debater, and while he ad¬ 
mits he doesn’t care much for mak¬ 
ing speeches, has always enjoyed a 
good debate whether in the House, or 
on 'the public platform. 

Recognized as a force with the U. 
F.A., Mr. McPherson has* a reputa¬ 
tion for a blunt honesty and a stead¬ 
fastness of purpose which Huises 
him to stick to his principles and con¬ 
victions, regardless of political con¬ 
sequences.

“If there is any difference between 

tax and h levy, the compilers of 
dictionaries don’t seem to know it,” 
O. L. McPherson told a Berrywater 
audience on Saturday night. The only 
difference seems to be that ‘Levy’ is 
a stronger word than ‘Tax.’ When 
Mr. Aberhart says he 7 is going to col¬ 
lect the amount of the basic divi¬ 
dends by a levy on imports and an 
unearned increment levy, 1 say he 
“means to tax you. Don’t take my 
word for it. Look it up in the 1 diction¬ 
ary and see for. yourself.” 

Mr. McPherson said Mr. Aberhart 
had made two distinct proposals for 
paying the basic dividends. Thu first 
by taxation; the second by issuing 
non-negotiable certificates (which 
would in reality be provincial paper 
money) agaihst credit entries in a' 
ledger, and that this would result in 
a terrific inflation, with the $25 divi¬ 
dend having less and less purchasing 
value as time passed. 

Dealing with the first, Mr. McPher 
son referred his audience to May 3 
issue of the Social Credit Chronicle 
and other public statements by Mr. 
Aberhart, to the effect that the basic 
dividends would""have to be “recover¬ 
ed.” He said Mr. Aberhart had said 
this could be done by a tax on im¬ 
ports similar to the gasoline tax. 

“Who pays the gasoline tax?” the 
speaker demanded. “Every car owner 
pays it. If he is going to recover the 
amount of the dividends in the same 
wry, what good will it do’ you? If he 
first gives you the dividends and then 
collects it back for a second distribu¬ 
tion, by putting a tax on the import¬ 
ed goods you have to buy, will your 
dividends do you any good? It is like 
putting one dollar in your hand at the 
same time reaching into your pocket 
and taking another dollar bill out.”

“We tried out the batteries on a 
heavy car outside of Detroit. We did 
not change the appearance of the 
body of the trial machine in order to 
confuse possible snoopers. 

, “We burned the tread completely 
off the tires in the first take-off when 
from a dead start, we got up to 85 
miles an hour in 2614 seconds. 

“That start decided two things— 
First, the tires would have to be of 
special construction. Second, manual 
control of the automobile would be 
too dangerous, because the slightest 
extra pressure on what would cor¬ 
respond in this car to an accellerator 
would send the machine flying. 

“So we have - fet ed up a n automo¬ 
bile starting equipment, operated by 
a manual button. The driver will 
press the button; the car, always un¬ 
der control, will do the rest. 

“Each wheel has its own separate 
motor. This will obviously remove 
difficulty in snow drifts or on ice. 

“The car will take the very mini¬ 
mum of upkeep. It will be necessary 
to take it into a garage, three or four 
times a year, for greasing motors 
and steering columns. The spring 
will be set in rubber. 

“The weight of the battery (550 
volts) will be 164 pounds, with an 
added 38 pounds for the container 
for the charge. 

“The car will be practically noise¬ 
less, except for the noise of the wind. 
And when they come on the market, 
they will be in two price classes— 
$500 for the lighter model car and 
up to $5,000 for the heavier models.” 

Mr. Ward intimated that the elec¬ 
trical company manufacturing the 
battery to his specifications, was buy¬ 
ing up enormous quantities of the 
necessary materials in order to pre¬ 
vent cornering the market. 

“Actually,” he said, “the construc¬ 
tion of the battery is so simple you 
wouldn’t believe it possible. And the 
material can be bought in any drug 
store in the city.” 

The greatest difficulty the innova¬ 
tion faces, he admits, is the hostility 
of the oil and gasoline companies. 

“The company which is manufac¬ 
turing this car,” he said, “has no tie- 
ins \yith any of the oil interests and 
there are no inter-locking director¬ 
ates to interfere with the manufac- 
ture.” 

“Is it Henry Ford?” he was asked. 

“I can’t tell you anything yet,” he 
replied. 

Neither would he release informal 
tion for publication as to where the 
batteries capable of 500 continuous 
hours without refilling are built, 
though he privately informed this 
writer. 

“But,” he concluded, “this car will 
be the fall offering of a well known 
Detroit automobile manufacturer.” 

Edward Ward, when seen by this 
interviewer, had just arrived by train 
from Detroit.

The inventor, Edgar Wood, was in 
Toronto for a few days on a Hying 
visit from Detroit. 

Be it understood, definitely, this 
is no pipe dream. The patent has 
been disposed of to a well-known 
Detroit automobile firm, who would 
not accept $5,000,000 for it as it 
stands, it is claimed. Thp invention, 
secretly installed in a heavy passen¬ 
ger car, has been tried out successful 
ly on American highway. From a 
dead stop the car achieved a speed of 
80 miles an hour in less than 26 sec¬ 
onds. 

The automobile' is powered on a 
battery of secret design and con¬ 
struction, which will supply current 
to operate four electric motors, one 
for'j'each wheel. Except in the indi¬ 
vidual motors, the car will have no 
transmission,'no differential, no uni¬ 
versal joint. 

Thirty thousands of these batter¬ 
ies for the Canadian* output qf gas 
less automobiles are in process ofj 
construction in Toronto while in 
Hamilton 10,000 special tires have 
been ordered of a type that will with¬ 
stand the terrific friction which the 
take-off imposses. 

The battery has already been tried 
out very successfully with an air¬ 
plane, which, silent as winged death, 
is capable of 25,000 miles of continu¬ 
ous flight at a cost of less than $2.50 
for battery refills. Several test flights 
have been undertaken out of Detroit 
Mich., under conditions of rigid sec¬ 
recy. 

Secrecy in necessary in the opera¬ 
tion of the airplane and in the test 
runs of the automobile, on account of i 
hostility of the oil companies, to 
whose business operations the gas- 
less’ machines are a distinct future 
ihreat. -

Save the forests! F? J. Cowles, 
chairman of the Fire Pfevention 
committee of America, presents an 
•urgent plea to save the trees. 

He declared that the forest was 
linked up to our very existence and 

not merely one phase of it, since 
trees were to the earth what the 
heart is to the Body. Seven-ninths ol 
the water evaporated to make rain 
comes from trees and vegetation, 
and o.nly a bare two-ninths from 
bodies of water. One maple tree 
would evaporate more water in a day 
than a forty-acre lake, h e statea. 

Heat waves like the present are 
due to neglect of these facts and the 
gradual denudation of forest lands. 
As deforestration goes on, torrential 
storms and heat waves will become in 
creasingly prevalent, he said. 

Speaking of lightning and electric¬ 
ity Mr. Cowles pointed out that the 
function of a lightning rod is to dis¬ 
charge electricity from the earth in¬ 
to the sky rather than vice versa, and 
thus to dissipate the electricity from 
around buildings. In the same way, 
trees %nd vegetation discharge elec¬ 
tricity into the air, and experiments 
made with wires attached to trees 
show that the discharge is greatest 
when the temperature is highest, us¬ 
ually around noon. 

If all vegetation were suddenly re¬ 
moved from the earth.
